plant  into  the  seed  cucumber.  This  system 
was  continued  for  six  years  getting  improved 
results  each  year.  I  now  have  a  quick  grow¬ 
ing,  hardy,  and  very  prolific  cucumber,  its  ten¬ 
derness  and  flavor  being  all  that  could  be  de¬ 
sired.  My  stock  of  seeds  is  from  cucumbers 
selected  for  shape  and  early  maturity.  Several 
plantings  will  furnish  crisp  and  tender  cucum¬ 
bers  throughout  the  season.
